_ The Massachusetts Forestry Association was 
organized in 1898 to promote the better culture 
und management of trees and woodlands in the 
state. Its growth has been slow but substan- 
ial, and the importance and value of its work 
ave also steadily increased. It nowhas a mem- 
ership of 551. 

It has a permanent office, Number 1118 Tre- 
ont Building, Boston, which is open daily 
uring business hours. The accumulation of a 
ibrary has been begun, and there is already 
vailable a collection of the latest works on for- 
stry and trees, government publications, and 
arious periodicals and reports. 

The Association publishes a quarterly paper, 
Woodland and Roadside, which is sent to all 
members. This periodical contains much prac- 
ical matter relative to tree management, keeps 
ts readers in touch with the work the Associa- 
ion is doing, follows the latest publications, 
publishes occasional bibliographies of special 
jubjects, and takes notice of the general work in 
he field. 

The Association interests itself in the forest 
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ee Jands of the State from ketn thé economic ani 
che aesthetic side, and se2ks‘to educate publi 
opinion on the subject of forests and forestry 
and to encourage the planting and proper car 
of treeS‘upon the public highways.

As its name implies, the Association deal 
with Massachusetts forest interests, and witl 
the education of Massachusetts public opinio: 
on forest matters; but it has the most cordia 
relations with similar societies, and is prepares 
to co-operate in dealing with the forest prok 
lems that arise on the large watersheds, an 
that vitally affect the interests of more thai 
one single State. 

The official statistics of the woodlands of th 
Commonwealth are not encouraging; for, whil 
they exhibit during the last census period a) 
increase in the woodland area of the whol 
State, they at the same time show a decide 
loss in its valuation. In seven counties, more 
over, there has been an actual loss in the amoun 

of woodland acreage.
